It was 


while in that land that he contracted the illness which finally proved fatal 


to him. He has really never been well sinee, though: his ‘ambitious, enter- 
prising spirit never allowed him to be quiet or cease his exertions.

— Elder J A. Smith thus writes from Berlin, ‘under date. 
of August 22, 1885: “ Last night we held another public meeting in the centre. 
of the city, which was attended by about 800 persons, mostly of the upper 
classes. The hall, the adjoining rooms, and the court were so crowded 
many had to go away without hearing what was said. I had the entire 
city thoroughly advertised, our placards appearing on all the walls of Berlin. 
An inspector of police was there with his assistants taking notes, and dis- 
played a: very kindly bearing towards us. Two or three times when some- 
thing had been spoken which caused commotion in the audience, he stood up 
and demanded order, although his duty does not require him to do so. ‘He. 
is simply expected to take notes of what is said, and when anything contrary 
to law is spoken, or the tumult becomes too great, he must rise and dismiss 
the meeting. This, however, he did not.do, although there was much excite, 
ment. I believe some had been sent to disturb us, but they did not succped.. 
We had a splendid meeting, and many were very much interested. I am. 
sure we shall make some good additions to our Branch, for where so many 
honest people investigate, there are sure to be some humble enough and af 
sufficient faith to receive the Gospel; but after warning them we can afford 
to leave the result with God. We distributed many hundred tracts in this 
meeting, and it will be necessary to print more and send to Bern for more.
